State What aucc. ss I have had 1 will 
leave to the lawyers and judges of the 
state to say I amsitiafied with it how- 
ever, and want it understood now that 
it is not for the paltry salary that I seek 
tbe office of Attorney General. 
But with the combinations and trusts 
t, controlling 
buy and the 

labor ol the country, but 
produce and with the urea 
1000 looming up before us, I would 
rather bold the office of Attorney Gen- 
eral ol your State than to be Governor 
twice over or the vice president of the 
United States. 

If providence had specially created an 
opportunity for a man of honeaty, ability 
and courage, devoted to the interests of 
his fellow men to distinguish himself 
and earn the everlasting gratitude of the 
people for all time, no g eater opportu- 
nity could be presented 

After I had piacl.ced my profession 
for ten years the people of my county 
saw tit to make me their repr n ntaiive 
in the General Assembly which con- 
vened iu the winter of 1880 7. Soou af- 
ter my election the various railroads of 
the state sent me free paeeec over their 
Hues. Believing that a sworn trustee of 
the peoples' interests should be free from 
•oy obligation to thoe- w bo might ask 
lor favors 1 returned the passes with my 
best wishes and compliments. 

I did not know then that any favors 
would be diked of that legislature. But 



within a few days after it convened a 
bill wan introduced to r.-n»al the tat.. 
r. illroed commission, which was not then 
a constitutional office 

Being asked as to how I would vote 
upon the hill, I replied that I Won Id ex- 
amine the auditor's report* and the re- 
ports ol the commission and would 
vote as the best interests of the Hate 
dictated. 

I made the examination and friind 
that the pu p'we of the bill was to en ible 
the railroa Is to escape tbe payment of a 
vast sum in taxes whic'i they were l ien 
paying, and accoidirgly I voted and work- 
ed against Ms paessge. In spite of all that 
could he done, however, the hill p*f« d 
the house and went to the Senate, « 
it was defeated, but not until a re 
tiou to investigate the lobby had beeu 
isaed. 

I had the honor to oe made chaii 
the house investigating coium„„„ 
and I believe that the other gentlemen 
composing the committee will unite in 
saying that the deleat of the bill war 
' ie, mainly, to my efforts 

After the session ended notice waf 
served on me that if I offered for re-elec- 
enough money would be fortlieoro 
.to cause my defeat. The fight be- 
ing an unequal one, I relumed to my 
practice, ane carried tnt. watfare into the 
cruris, where the records will attest 
wtiether I have tbo ability and indu-try 
to take care of tbe peoples' interest 
against corporate greed and monopoly 
But I want it distinctly understood that 
1 recognize the neceeeity of corporations 
and their legitmate rights before the 
courts and the legislature. I like to ride 
in comfortable cars, to have tbe use o 
the telegraph, and all modern conven- 
iences I want a bank in which to de- 
posit any money I may happen to have 
for myseli or clients and I want insur- 
ance companies, so that I may be 
demnifi id, should fire destroy roy h

fairly and respecte the reciprocal rights 
of the state and individual. I am not 
against corporations because they are 
corporations but I am against discrimin- 
ation, extortion an I combination against 
anjoue. I do not intend to be misun- 
derstood, or that any banker or other 
person interested in a corporation shall 
go away from here misunderstani iug 
my position, and, for illustration it is 
this: 

The legal rate of interest is 0 per cent. 
BuL the banks usually charge 8, and lit- 
tle grumbling i* beard. But sup, use 
the presidents of all the banks in your 
county should meet together and a^ree 
that unless all paper was renewed and 
secured at 10, IS or U per cent, by the 
first day of some month the loans a-i uld 
b. called in. In order to prevent disaster 
the farmers and merchants who had the 
money borrowed would be compe led 
for a time at least to agree to such teruas. 
In extorting such terms I maintain that 
such corscienceleas aiiy-lock* would de- 
serveto he entitl d to no more respic 
than the hghw.ymau who lavain wait 
wuhujRuk and drawn dagger for his vie tim.

The fedeial anti-trust statute known 
as the .Sherman act is destroyed by the 
proviso that no action shall he instituted 

attorney general ^of the United States'! 
And who is the attorney general of the 
United States? A former governor, ol 
the state of New Jersey, made so by tht 
trusts and conveniently transferred Ui 
the attorney gnneralship of the United 
States by Mr. McKinley for the express 
purpose of nullifying the anti-trust law 
as shown by the fact that until thi- good 
hour no district attorney In the United 
Slates has ever been directed to enforce 
the law although the trusts are spring- 
ing up on every hand, like the fungus 
mushroom growth of a n:vht. 

II I considered only my selfish inter- 
est* 1 might sav that trusts or no trusts 
I could make an humble living, being 
sure of enough to eat and to wear, but 1 
have six children aud their posterity to 
follow me. 

And it is for them and human kind 
that I seek not to tear down or destroy, 
build up and preserve tbe right* 
e liberties of the people, 
for th's, and this alone, that I ask 

e the formation of parties in this 
country, until the war, with what slight 
ntervale the democratic party has been 
i control of the government, when 
united the democrat* have always been 
la the majority.
